It is with sincere regret that w e see Dolph Briscoe 
Jr. decline to run for office again. His eight year term 
in the state legislature as representative from our dis­ 
trict has been completely free from any hint of scandals 
which have blighted the careers of many 
a 
Texas 
politician during the last couple of years. 
He has served this district well, working diligent­ 
ly for those laws which he 
felt 
would benefit the 
majority of the people and striving just as hard to de­ 
feat proposed legislation which did not seem to bene­ 
fit the people as a whole but which had selfish in­ 
terests as their basis. 
It is difficult to find men of his caliber in the 
louse of representatives. 
One proposal which would help greatly along 
this line would be to establish an annual session of 
the Texas Legislature and set an annual w age for 
members of the Legislature.

Texas 
should join those interested in overhauling their out­ 
moded legislative procedures.
